REPORT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  1,  1878. 


The  schools  for  the  year,  have  been  mostly  under  the 
charge  of  old  and  competent  teachers,  who  alike  have  vied 
to  become  masters  of  their  situation,  and  have  succeeded 
very  satisfactorily.  The  schools  have  all  made  good  progress 
in  the  various  branches  taught,  as  any  one  who  has  attended 
the  various  examinations  of  the  schools  for  the  year  can 
bear  testimony. 

Your  committee  upon  taking  charge  of  the  schools  felt 
convinced  that  a  change  should  be  made  in  the  series  of 
readers  used  in  schools,  deeming  the  old  reader  too  hard  for 
the  scholars,  he  after  careful  examination  of  several  new 
readers,  and  the  advice  of  some  of  his  predecessors  in  office, 
he  made  an  exchange,  for  the  Monroe  series,  and  the  ad- 
vance in  that  one  recitation  has  been  far  beyond  his  expecta- 
tions. 
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DISTRICT  NO  1. 

The  Grammar  School,  has  been  taught  the  entire  school 
year,  with  universal  satisfaction,  by  W.  E.  Walker,  which 
has  made  very  marked  progress.    Length  of  Summer  term, 

11  weeks;  wages  of  teacher  per  month,  $52.00;  whole 
number  of  scholars,  28 ;  average,  24  J.    Length  of  Fall  term 

12  weeks;  wages  of  teacher  per  month,  $52.00;  whole 
number  of  scholars  26  ;  average  20.  Length  of  the  Winter 
term,  11  3-5  weeks;  wages  of  teacher  per  month,  $56.00; 
whole  number  of  scholars  38;  average  33. 

The  Intermediate  School,  has  had  a  different  teacher 
every  term,  which  can  only  be  viewed  as  an  injury  to  the 
school,  no  one  school  in  town  needs  a  better  and  constant 
teacher  than  this,  one  who  can  gain  and  retain  the  confidence 
and  esteem  of  the  scholars,  when  this  is  obtained  much  will 
be  done  away,  which  only  tends  to  lower  the  standard  of  the 
school.  The  Summer  term  was  taught  by  Mrs.  Clara  J. 
Shumway  who  is  a  model  teacher.  Length  of  term  11 
weeks.  Wages  of  teacher  per  month  $32.00.  Whole 
number  of  scholars  46  ;  average  40.  Fall  term  was  taught 
by  Miss  Eliza  A.  Davis,  though  young  in  the  profession  she 
labored  with  untiring  fidelity.  Length  of  term  12  weeks. 
Wages  of  teacher  per  month  $32.00.  Whole  number  of 
scholars  46  ;  average  39.  The  winter  term  was  under  the 
charge  of  Mr.  F.  W.  Blood.  Like  his  predecessor,  young 
in  teaching,  yet  he  gained  much  better  the  good  will  of  the 
scholars,  and  they  made  great  improvement.  Length  of 
Winter  term,  12  weeks ;  wages  of  teacher  per  month, 
$32.00 ;  whole  number  of  scholars,  44 ;  average  34. 

The  Primary  School,  was  taught  by  Miss  Emma  F. 
Davis,  the  entire  year,  whose  success  in  this  department  of 
our  school  needs  no  comments.  Length  of  Summer  term, 
11  weeks;  wages  of   teacher  per  month,  $32.00;  whole 
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number  of  scholars,  50 ;  average,  43.  Length  of  Fall  term, 
12  weeks ;  wages  of  teacher  per  month,  $32  ;  whole  number 
of  scholars,  48  ;  average,  36.  Length  of  Winter  term,  12 
weeks  ;  wages  of  teacher  per  month,  $32.00  ;  whole  number 
of  scholars,  44 ;  average,  40. 

DISTRICT  NO.  2. 

The  Summer  term  of  8  weeks,  was  taught  by  Miss 
Flora  A.  Kyle.  Though  comparative  young  in  teaching, 
she  acquitted  herself  with  entire  satisfaction  to  the  district. 
Wages  of  teacher  per  month,  $24.00 ;  whole  number  of 
scholars,  8  ;  average,  7.  The  Fall  term  was  under  the  care 
of  Miss  Flavilla  R.  Kyle.  This  teacher,  like  the  one  in  the 
first  term,. has  done  well.  Length  of  term,  7  weeks  ;  wages 
of  teacher  per  month,  $17.94 ;  whole  number  of  scholars,  7 ; 
average,  6.  This  school  has  been  so  small  the  two  terms, 
that  there  was  not  that  innate  stimulant  to  the  scholars,  to 
excel  their  neighbor,  as  in  larger  schools.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  district  will  be  favored  with  more  money,  in  future,  for 
school  purposes. 

DISTRICT  NO.  3. 

Had  its  usual  amount  of  schooling,  as  Mason,  in  which 
town  a  part  of  the  district  is  located,  gave  more  of  the  money 
than  it  was  entitled  to,  by  law,  for  the  Boynton  Fund, 
which  it  withholds  from  that  part  of  the  town.  The  Sum- 
mer term  was  taught  by  Miss  Emma  J.  Adams,  who  is  one 
of  our  best  teachers.  Length  of  term,  8  weeks ;  wages  of 
teacher  per  month,  $28.00;  whole  number  of  scholars,  23; 
average,  19.  The  Fall  and  Winter  terms  were  taught  by 
Miss  Mary  C.  Wheeler.  Also  a  first-class  teacher.  No 
school  in  town  bore  better  examination  than  this,  at  the  close 
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of  the  Winter  term.  Length  of  Fall  term,  6  weeks;  wages 
of  teacher  per  month,  828.00;  number  of  scholars,  26;  aver- 
age, 23.  Length  of  Winter  term,  9  weeks;  wages  of  teacher 
per  month,  $32.00;  number  of  scholars,  29;  average,  26.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOLS, 


FOE  THE  YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  1,  1879. 


Not  serving  in  the  capacity  of  your  School  Committee 
till  October  23,  (being  then  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  oc- 
casioned by  the  death  of  our  much  esteemed  citizen,  Dr. 
Corey,)  and  the  Winter  term  of  the  schools  in  District  No.  1 
not  having  yet  finished,  my  report  can  be  but  a  meagre  one. 

As  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  judge,  the  several  districts 
have  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  good  teach- 
ers, and  the  schools  have  been  very  successful. 

DISTRICT  NO.  1. 
Prudential  Committee,  James  Taft. 

GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

The  Summer  and  Fall  terms  of  this  school  were  taught 
by  Mr.  Frank  A.  Newell.  Winter  term  is  under  the  care 
of  the  same  teacher.  Wages  of  teacher,  $50  per  month  for 
each  term.  Length  of  Summer  term,  10  weeks;  whole 
number  of  scholars,  24 ;  average,  22.  Length  of  Fall  term, 
12  weeks;  whole  number  of  scholars,  26;  average,  20. 
Length  of  Winter  term  to  be  14  weeks,  not  yet  finished ; 
whole  number  of  scholars,  27. 
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Mr.  Newell  is  an  excellent  teacher,  having  the  happy  fac- 
ulty of  interesting  his  scholars  in  their  studies  and  teaching 
them  practical  knowledge. 

The  closing  examination  of  the  Fall  term  showed  that 
the  school  had  made  great  improvement.  The  class  in 
United  States  History  deserves  special  mention  as  being  re- 
markably thorough. 

A  nice  globe  has  recently  been  added  to  the  school  fur: 
niture — a  valuable  acquisition. 

INTERMEDIATE  SCHOOL. 

Summer  and  Fall  terms  taught  by  Mrs.  Clara  J.  Shum- 
way,  an  experienced  and  successful  teacher.  Wages  of 
teacher,  $28  per  month,  for  both  terms.  Length  of  Summer 
term,  10  weeks ;  whole  number  of  scholars,  53  ;  average,  49. 
Length  of  Fall  term,  12  weeks ;  whole  number  of  scholars, 
53 ;  average,  46. 

The  school  for  the  Winter  term  is  making  good  progress 
under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Herbert  J.  Taft.  Length  of  term, 
14  weeks ;  wages  of  teacher,  $28  per  month ;  whole  num- 
ber of  scholars,  46. 

PRIMARY  SCHOOL.

Length  of  Summer  term,  10 
weeks  ;  whole  number  of  scholars,  44  ;  average,  38.  Length 
of  Fall  term,  12  weeks ;  whole  number  of  scholars,  67 ;

This  school  is  quite  large,  and  it  requires  considerable 
tact  to  govern  the  same.  Miss  Davis  had  the  affection  of 
her  scholars,  and  succeeded  admirably. 

The  Winter  term  is  being  taught  by  Mrs.  Clara  J. 
Shumway,  who  is  succeeding  well.  Length  of  Winter  term, 
14  weeks.  Wages  of  teacher  per  month,  $28 ;  whole  num- 
ber of  scholars,  72.

Prudential  Committee,  Charles  Gr.  Blanchard. 

Summer  term  taught  by  Miss  Sadie  J.  Jenkins.  Length 
of  term,  10  weeks;  wages  of  teacher,  per  month,  $20; 
whole  number  of  scholars,  9  ;  average,  7. 

Fall  term  taught  by  Mrs.  Gr.  A.  Hale.  Length  of  term, 
8  weeks ;  wages  of  teacher,  $20.00  per  month ;  whole  num- 
ber of  scholars,  11 ;  average,  8.  At  the  examination  the 
scholars  appeared  thorough  in  the  studies  they  had  pursued 
during  the  term.

The  three  terms  of  this  school  were  taught  by  Miss 
Lura  M.  Elliott.  Length  of  Summer  term,  8 J  weeks; 
wages  of  teacher,  $24  per  month ;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, 23 ;  average,  20.  Length  of  Fall  term,  8  weeks ; 
wages  of  teacher,  $24  per  month ;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, 27  ;  average,  25.  Length  of  Winter  term,  8  weeks ; 
wages  of  teacher,  $32  per  month ;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, 29;  average,  25. 

Miss  Elliott  is  adapted  to  her  employment  as  a  teacher. 
The  school  for  the  Winter  term  made  very  marked  improve- 
ment ;  the  classes  in  mathematics  were  not  only  able  to  per- 
form the  problems,  but  could  give  a  lucid  explanation, 
showing  that  they  understood  their  work.  Discipline  and 
order  good. 
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The  average  attendance  of  the  schools  has  been  reduced 
during  the  Winter  terms  by  prevailing  colds  among  the 
scholars. 

The  school  houses  are  in  a  fair  condition,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  building  in  District  No.  1,  which  needs  re- 
pairs. 

If  parents  would  visit  the  schools  often,  they  would  en- 
courage the  teachers  and  stimulate  the  scholars.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOLS 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  FEB.  29,  1880. 


Tl»c  school  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  general  prosperity. 
The  teachers  have  all  been  experienced  and  the  scholars  have 
mainly  been  attentive  and  seemingly  willing  to  profit  from  the 
advantages  to  be  gained  in  the  school  room.  The  whole  season  has 
been  free  from  any  general  sickness  and  the  winter  has  been  mild 
so  that  the  average  attendance  has  been  pretty  good.  With  one 
exception  the  teachers  engaged  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  have 
held  their  position  for  the  whole  year.  This  is  advantageous 
when  the  teacher  is  fitted  for  the  situation,  for  each  change  in 
teachers  brings  a  new  face  and  new  methods  into  the  school  room. 
Frequent  changes  are  always  undesirable  unless  the  new  teacher 
shall  bring  some  improvement  in  mode  of  instruction.  Unless 
there  is  some  good  reason  for  a  change,  nothing  less  than  a  year's 
relationship  ought  to  exist  between  teacher  and  pupil.  The  usual 
statistics  of  each  school,  instead  of  being  printed  twice  as  here- 
tofore, this  year  will  be  found  only  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

DISTRICT  NO.  1. 
Prudential  Committee,  George  II.  Livingston. 

GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

This  school,  though  nominally  graded,  has  at  times  a  rather  mis- 
cellaneous arrangement  of  classes.    Frequently  classes  are  sent 
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up  to  this  room  in  order  to  make  place  in  the  intermediate  school 
for  the  overflow  from  the  primary  department.  This  involuntary 
grading  occurs  usually  at  the  beginning-  of  the  summer  and  fall 
terms  for  the  pressure  of  little  scholars  in  the  primary  school  is 
then  greater.  These  changes  in  the  summer  and  fall  terms  occa- 
sioned some  crowding  of  classes  in  the  grammar  school,  but  by 
using  all  of  the  time,  few,  if  any,  of  the  scholars  were  neglected. 
In  the  winter  the  classes  were  concentrated  as  much  as  possible 
and  an  order  of  recitations  was  posted  on  the  wall  thus  giving 
each  class  its  allotted  time.  Mr.  Newell  discarded  the  Sixth  Read- 
er and  National  Arithmetic;  and  gave  the  whole  school  most  thor- 
ough drill  in  the  Fifth  Reader  and  and  Common  School  Arithme- 
tic. The  whole  school  was  also  divided  into  two  classes  and  given 
a  course  in  Colburn's  Arithmetic  with  excellent  results.  In  these, 
as  in  other  branches,  good  work  has  been  done. 

INTERMEDIATE  SCHOOL. 

Miss  Sarah  B.  Benson  taught  the  summer  school  with  pretty 
general  satisfaction.  She  had  some  disadvantages  to  contend  with 
i;i  organizing  and  managing  her  school,  but  she  kept  an  average 
attendance  of  forty  out  of  forty-six  scholars.  The  fall  and  winter 
terms  were  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Abbie  A.  Stickney.  She  is  a 
vigorous  disciplinarian  and  a  believer  in  thorough  order  and  per- 
fect lessons.  The  school  room  was  quiet,  the  scholars  studious, 
t lie  classes  stood  in  line  and  recited  in  a  manner  to  show  that  there 
was  no  lack  of  drill  or  discipline. 

PRIMARY  SCHOOL. 

Teacher,  Mrs.  Clara  J.  Shumway.  Here  we  And  the  room  com- 
pletely filled  with  the  smaller  morsels  of  humanity,  some  of  whom 
when  they  come  in  are  unable  to  speak  our  language.  Last  sum- 
mer the  school  numbered  76  scholars  with  an  average  of  66  and  in 
the  fall  there  were  75  scholars  registered  with  ^an  average  attend- 
ance of  68,  while  there  are  only  62  seats  in  the  school  room.  The 
extra  scholars,  above  the  number  of  seats,  were  distributed  around 
in  chairs  or  on  the  platform  as  the  case  might  be,  and  on  one  oc- 
casion your  committee  found  one  sturdy  urchin  occupying  the 
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store  hearth  for  want  of  a  better  seat*  Much  of  the  reading  and 
spelling  in  this  room  is  learned  from  the  black  board  and  from 
printing  the  lesson  on  slates  and  the  methods  of  the  teacher  are 
such  that  those  who  are  disposed  can  really  learn  quite  fast.  Mrs. 
Shumway  had  a  little  class  in  Spelling  at  the  close  of  the  winter 
term  that  was  second  to  none  in  town. 

DISTRICT  NO  2. 

Prudential  committee,  Benjamin  G.  Livingston.  Teacher,  Miss 
Sarah  J.  Jenkins. 

If  this  school  had  three  or  four  times  as  many  pupils  it  would 
be  more  interesting  to  teacher  and  scholars.  Your  committee  has 
visited  the  school  four  times  and  can  say  that  Miss  Jenkins  did 
well  for  her  little  flock. 

DISTRICT  NO.  3. 
Prudential  Committee,  Abel  E.  Adams.    Teacher,  Miss  Nellie 
E.  Adams. 

This  school  had  the  only  Geometry  scholar  in  town,but  many  of 
the  pupils  are  yet  quite  small.  Some  very  fair  work  was  done  in 
the  summer  and  fall  terms.  In  the  winter  a  little  more  studious- 
ness  on  the  part  of  a  few  of  the  scholars,  suggested  or  enforced,if 
necessary,  by  a  very  little  moral  muscular  suasion,  would  have 
done  no  harm.  Owing  to  the  illness  of  the  teacher,  the  school 
came  to  a  sudden  close  and  was  visited  only  once.  This  district 
now  has  a  deed  of  the  land  on  which  the  school  house  stands. 

The  registers  now  in  use  in  all  the  schools  in  this  vicinity  are  too 
cumbersome  and  complicated  for  our  ordinary  public  schools  and 
ought  to  be  supplanted  by  some  more  nearly  alike  the  old  ones 
which  answered  all  ordinary  requirements. 

The  school  text  books,  (with  the  possible  exception  of  the 
Grammars,)  seem  so  well  suited  to  our  wants  that  no  change  has 
b  >en  found  necessary. 

Frank  B.  Kenney,  Alice  M.  Hardy  and  Nellie  Mullen  have 
neither*  been  absent  nor  tardy  during  the  whole  school  year.

Miss  Abbie  A.  Stickney  had  charge  of  this  school  during  the 
spring  term.  The  teacher  failed  to  obtain  the  confidence  of 
some  of  the  scholars  and  parents,  and  thus  the  harmony  of  the 
school  was  somewhat  marred. 

Perhaps  she  was  a  little  too  exacting  in  some  of  her  require- 
ments. A  strict  adherence  to  the  exact  words  of  any  text- 
book is  not  advisable  ;  a  definition  or  principle,  stated  in  the 
pupil's  own  words  is  far  better  ;  for  in  the  latter  case  the  schol- 
ar thinks  for  himself  and.  does  not  simply  memorize  the  words 
of  the  author. 

Fall  and  winter  terms,  Miss  Abbie  H.  Allen,  Teacher. 
This  Teacher  needs  no  comment  from  your  committee;  her 
reputation  as  a  teacher  is  too  well  established.  She  is  known 
in  many  a  school  as  an  earnest,  faithful,  practical  teacher.  The 
exercises  of  the  school,  outside  of  the  beaten  paths  of  text 
books,  have  been  interesting  and  Drofitabie.    The  closing  ex- 
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amination  of  the  winter  term  was  well  attended  by  parents  and 
friends  who  expressed  themselves  well  pleased  with  the  exer- 
cises. Reading  has  received  special  attention  and  marked  im- 
provement in  this  branch  was  evident.  In  fact,  thoroughness 
was  manifest  in  all  the  branches.

She  seemed 
well  adapted  for  the  work  and  we  were  sorry  to  lose  her  from 
our  list  of  teachers.  Miss  Abbie  A.  Stickney  returned  to  her 
former  position  as  teacher  of  this  school  for  the  fall  and  win- 
ter terms.  The  classes  in  arithmetic  and  penmanship  made 
especial  progress.  The  school-room  was  quiet  and  orderly,  as  is 
usual  where  Miss  Stickney  presides.

Miss  Lucy  E.  Goodwin  was  employed  as  teacher  in  this  de- 
partment for  the  entire  year,  and  proved  to  be  the  right  person 
in  the  place.  Her  manner  of  instructing  the  little  ones  is  high- 
ly commendable.  Although  this  is  our  lowest  grade  of  schools, 
it  is  by  no  means  the  least  important.  Impressions  received 
here  cling  to  the  scholar  thorugh  remaining  school  days  and 
through  life.  Miss  Goodwin  proved  herself  equal  to  her  task 
and  awakened  within  her  scholars  a  love  instead  of  a  hatred  of 
school.  Her  method  of  conducting  the  reading  exercises,  some- 
what modern  in  its  nature,  deserves  especial  mention.  Mon- 
roe's Reading  Charts  have  been  used  with  wonderful  results. 
At  one  visit,  your  committee  was  surprised  to  hear  one  young 
lad,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  school  only  three  we  eks. 
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and  who  could  not  tell  a  single  letter  of  the  English  alphabet, 
at  his  entrance,  read  short  sentences  quite  readily  from  the 
charts.

This  fact  must  be  remembered  in  comparing  the  results  obtain- 
ed ;  but  considering  its  advantages,  or  rather  the  ^advantages 
we  can  say  the  school  has  been  successful  under  the  instruc- 
tion of  Mrs.  F.  A.  Spaulding  the  first  term  and  Miss  Emma  F. 
Childs,  the  second.

Miss  Lillie  S.  Adams,  Teacher.  This  school  has  been  favored 
with  one  of  our  very  best  teachers  for  the  entire  year.  She 
possesses  the  happy  faculty  of  preserving  order,  and  the  respect 
and  good  will  of  her  pupils  at  the  same  time. 

The  school  was  most  successfully  managed,  but  there  are  a 
few  families  in  this  district  who  have  always  clung  to  the  idea 
that  they  could  administer  the  affairs  of  the  school  better  than 
any  teacher  ever  yet  employed  ;  consequently,  if  the  teacher  is 
not  willing  to  follow  their  dictates,  their  children  are  removed 
from  school.  Thus  the  children  are  deprived  of  priceless  privi- 
leges for  the  sake  of  the  ignorant  whims  of  the  parents. 
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Parents,  throw  aside  such  foolish  ideas  ;  use  a  little  of  that 
good  old  staple  article  known  as  "common  sense,"  and  the  next 
time  a  worthy  teacher  comes  among  you,  give  her  your  hearty 
support.    (We  are  glad  the  above  remarks  apply  to  only  a  few.) 

"Not  how  much,  but  how  well"  was  the  evident  motto  of  the 
school.  Some  of  the  roads  being  impassable,  a  part  of  the 
scholars  were  unable  to  be  present  at  the  winter  examination, 
but  those  who  were  present,  by  their  ready  answers  and  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  studies  pursued,  showed  that  good  work  had 
been  done.  At  the  close  of  the  exercises,  the  scholars  sur- 
prised their  teacher  by  presenting  her  with  a  handsomely  bound 
book  of  poems,  as  a  token  of  their  love  for  her,  and  apprecia- 
tion of  her  faithful  services.  We  hope,  for  the  school's  sake, 
this  teacher  may  return. 

Our  registers  did  not  all  contain  blanks  for  the  number  of 
scholars  in  each  study,  therefore  the  usual  table  of  statistics 
has  been  omitted  in  this  report.  We  are  glad  to  note  the 
present  standing  of  our  schools,  and  yet  we  believe  that  it  is 
far  below  what  it  ought  to  be,  and  what  it  might  be,  under  a 
more  perfect  system  of  grading. 

Competent  teachers  may  be  employed,  and  they  may  labor 
earnestly  for  the  highest  good  of  the  schools,  and  yet  the  de- 
sired results  are  not  fully  obtained. 

Every  one  who  is  familiar  with  our  village  schools  knows 
that  another  department  is  necessary,  that  at  present  our  schools 
are  graded  in  name  only.  While  this  is  true  of  our  village 
schools,  it  is  also  a  fact  that  the  scholars  in  the  out  districts 
have  still  less  advantages.  But  when  there  is  so  little  interest- 
manifested  in  school  affairs  by  the  voters  of  the  town,  that  they 
will  merely  appropriate  for  school  purposes  what  the  law  com- 
pels, we  have  little  courage  to  advocate  any  measures  except 
those  which  tend  to  retrenchment. 

We  sincerely  hope,  however,  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  we  shall  have  a  fourth  department  in  our  village,  and  the 
scholars  from  the  out  districts  transported  here,  where  they  can 
enjoy  equal  privileges. 

When  this  is  done,  a  curriculum  established,  a  diploma  given 
to  the  scholar  who  completes  it,  and  all  the  parents  and  friends 
of  education  work  in  harmonv,  then  shall  we  have  just  cause  to 
boast  of  orr  schools. 

Your  committee  is  well  aware  that  in  performing  the  dul  ies 
of  the  office  he  has  been  subjected  to  severe  criticisms,  and  he 
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has  no  doubt  that  his  final  report  will  meet  with  censure ;  but 
he  has  endeavored  to  guide  his  acts  and  words,  not  in  accord- 
ance with  the  wishes  of  "our  party,"  or  "our  sect,"  but  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  schools. 

How  far  he  has  been  successful,  a  generous  public  will  deter- 
mine.
